UT EXPERIENCE IN POULTRJ CLUB 


WORK

During the time of Mwoh. 1, to April 


jO, I itarted In th« poultry Club Work 
by salting four hens of tha Barred 
I'iymouth Rock variety. Out of tteso 
f'xly eggs hatched fifty one healthy 
clilcks. Soon as thoy \v«ra hatched I 
removed them from the hen to raise 
•;< hand. They wcra kept in a heated 
room for three weeks. By that, time 
the weather was warm enough" . for 
them to be outside so I removed them 
to a wire yard which was 13x13 feet. 


My greatest difficulty was keeping 


from getting crop bound the first four 
weeka. The way-I oyercame thla was 
by feeding a balanced ration and have 
certain hours for feeding. The 
first 


feed at four o'clock in the morning, 
ll'.cn at eight, twelve, three ond six In 
tlio evening. The best remedy 1 found 
for the ones that were crop bound to 
take them away from all feed and then 
give a teaspoonful of olive oil every 
two hours, then work the crop until ft 
becomes soft. If this didn't give a cure 
tho next remedy was to cut the orof 
open and remove the corn tents which 
was dona In two oases and 
provec 


successful. For about three days after 
tho crop had been opened the 
feec 


consisted of nothing but milk and wat- 
er. From then on I fed rolled oats. 


The first four weeks 
the 
whole 


flock was fed rolled oats, bran, con 
rne:il. chick feed, fine cracked con 
and butermilk being 
fed 
for 
one 


month. Another difficulty was, 
the 


rhicks were all the time picking a 
each others eyes and toes. I began 
fceillns meat scraps but this did no 
good. After they became a u'Ulo old- 
er they quit picking at each other. 
lost seven out of fifty one. The chicks 
wero kopt In a small yard for 
two 


months then removed to a larger pen. 
At three months old given full range. 
My chicks were raised separate from 
the oilier flock and were always free 
Irom any disease. 


For the first month their coops were 


cleaned every day .then 
afterwards 


tvery two day* and beded with tine 
timothy hay. At 
the 
age of 
three 


months ths webs of their feet were 
punched. At Exhibit time tims 
the 


fourly-rour 
weighted 
ninety-four 


pounds. Tho total expenses were ?8.70 
There were 21 cookrels 23 pullets. 
Whoa the cockrells were sold 
they 


brought 814.10 leaving a profit of $5.2.1 
ant! my 23 pullets which were large as 
ILEDS. The trio won 34.00 at the fair and 
i!io second week'after the fair one of 
the pullets began to .lay and the re- 
mainder soon after.

I was a member of the Loyal Work- 


ers Poultry Club of the Flatt Wbods 
vicinity. Mrs. Gaylord Preston was the 
leader who has helped me much In my 
poultry w<jrk. 1 am now managing a
